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EXAMINER'S COMMENT 

It is noted that the Oath/Declaration filed April 26, 2002 indicates that this Application 
claims benefit of Provisional Application No. 60/244,850, filed November 1, 2000. However, in 
the petition decision dated August 14, 2002, it was indicated, "Accordingly, the filing date of the 
application is the date that page 14 of the specification was submitted, April 26, 2002."
